Colleflate Journalism. 


(National Republican } 


It has been proposed that a chair of 


journalism be endowed at an eastern 
'university, and the Boston Post and 
Albany Argus have locked horns, BO to 
speak, over the question, though the an- 
tagonism appears to be of a mild type. 
" Tha Argus is in full sympathy with 
the university scheme, and it attempts 
to make a point against the generally ac- 
cepted belief that the editor is "called" 
to his profession and needs no education- 
al preparation or improvements. It is 
doubtful if any one really holds to this 
proposition, as the Argus presents it, for 
the sake of exploding the theory. It is 
nevertheless true that as much as a col- 
legiate education may be desired, it is not 
the one thing needful to give success to a 
journalistic career. 


A finished literary education cannot 


be too highly prized in editorial life, 
though its touches have been left on 
from the education of some of the most 
successful American journalists. Take 
for instance Thurlow Weed and Horace 
Greeley, both of whom have become emi- 
nent in the line of their profession, and 
neither of whom have enjoyed the bene- 
fits of a school education that could be 
rated as a grade above what was taught 
in the common school during their boy- 
hood days. 


In both these instances is illustrated 


the fact that the education required for 
journalism is practical, and cannot be 
acquired exclusively in colleges and uni- 
versities. The most successful editors 
iwe that success to the education they 
lave received through the practicabili- 
ies of the printing office. The educa- 
ion of schools is largely theoretical, 
while that of journalism is practical, ond 
comes of the experiences at the case and 
n the editorial sanctum. 
The framing of sentences and the pre- 


sentation of language in editorial effort 
teed the molding of hook education, but 
he tact and skill of successful discus- 
sion are drawn from the instinctive pow- 
ers of the mind and the experience of 
>ractical life in the printing office. The 
nost successful journalists of this coun- 
try are, or hav« been, practical printers, 
and yet it must be admitted that every 
ninter cannot be shaped into a success- 
ul editor. Hence the assumption that 
editorial adaptation is a gift as much as 
hat which makes a successful artist in 
sculpture or painting. But, after all, 
here is no gift equal to that which se- 
cures the power to use our gifts wisely 
and well. This cannot be derived from 
chools. 


Paper Barrels for OU.

An agent of the Standard oil company-

rom the American paper barrel com- 
pany.

s not quite prepared to put them upon 
he market—though sonic very perfect 
jnes have been made. 


They can be furnished cheaper than 


he oil company [can make their own 
wooden ones, arid r>hen it is added, that 
f the oil company could obtain them at 
jven half a cent cheaper per barrel than 
heir own factories can now produce 
hem, the saving would be $150 a day, 
some idea may be had of the magnitude 
if the business. 


We will present this idea iu a still 


more striking «ay. The company re- 
erred to makes no fewer than 30,000 
larrelsaday! Their factories 111 Cleve- 
and, Toledo, etc, turn them out, all 
ron-bound and blue-painted at a cost of 
51.35 a barrel. 
Of course, machinery 


las to do the work; which could not 
lave been done in the days of the old 
land labor cooperages 


One machine alone takes a barrel and 


its it with iron hoop«, at the rate of 
1,200 a day. 
To attend to these hooping 


nachinesit takes a man and tuo boys 
'or each, to pioperly dispose of the bar- 
rels as fast as the machine "hoops them 
up." E\en the painting is done by 
machinery. 


If the papei barrels can he furnished 


at the rate of $130 each, the saving to 
the oil company will be *9,000 a week, 
not counting fcundays.

ulty can never be gained by 
fragmenta- 


ry reading unless on such everyday top 
ics as are of special interest to the pupil. 
The custom lately introduced in many 
schools not only in the east but in the 
west also, of using the local newspapers 
m tin1 place of reading books is steadily 
growing in public favor 
We think this 


plan a good one with many advantages 
to commend it. The pupil not only ac- 
quires a taste and habit for reading, but 
learns to investigate local and national 
affairs for himself.
